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P J 1 H E decrec of Berlin was issued in 
| 
the ensuing November, (1806.)— 
The treaty, which had been signed nt 
London, in 
D ecem ber, 1806, having 
been rejected by Mr. Jefferson, without 
being presented to the Senate for ratifi­ 
cation, and the non-importation act not 
being repealed, 
but only suspended, 
Great-Britain issued her Orders in 
Council, on the 1 1th November, 1807. 


On the 21st of the same month, of 
N ovem ber, Champagny, French m inis­ 
ter of foreign affairs, wrote to Mr. Arm­ 
strong the American M inister, in the 
words following. 
u A il the difficulties, 


“ which have given rise to your recla- 
u mations, Sir, would be removed with 
“ ease, if the government of the United 
*• States, after complaining in vain of 
“ the injustice and violations of Eng- 
“ land, took, vith the whole continent, 
“ the part of guaranteeing it there- 
“ from." 


On the 17th of the ensu in g D e c e m ­ 
ber, the Milan d ecrees was issued on 
the part of France, and live days after­ 
wards the Em bargo was passed on the 
part of the U nited States.— T h u s was 
com pleated, by ac.s neatly cnteinpora- 
neous, the u n cle oi com m ercial hostili­ 
ties. 


After an ineffectual trial of four vears 
to coiHioul the policy of the two belli­ 
gerents by this system , it was, on the 
part of the United States, for u time, re­ 
linquished. 
T h e act of the 1st of May, 
1810, gave tho authority, how ever, to 
the President of the U nited States to re­ 
vive it against (« reat-B1 itain, in case 
France revoked her decrees. 
S u ch re­ 
vocation, on the«part of France was de- 
clared, by the President’» proclamation 
on \he 2d N o v e m b e r , 18 10, and, in con­ 
sequence, non intercourse was i c \ i \ e d 
by our administration, against Ciieat- 
Uiitain. 


At : II tim es, the undersigned have 
looked, with m uch anxiety, for the ev i­ 
dence o f this revocation. 
T hey wished 
not to question, what, in various f o r m s , 
has been so often asserted by the adm i­ 
nistration and its agents, by their direc­ 
tions. 
But »either as public m en, ngr 
as citizens, cun they consent that *'ic 
peace 
and prosperity ot the country 
thould be sacrificed, in maintenance ol 
a position, w hich on no priuci^'e of ev i­ 
dence they d eem tenable. T h ey cannot 
falsify, or conceal their '•onviction, that 
the French d ecrees neither have been, 
nor are revoked.

T h e authority to cap­ 
ture, was the very essence of the wrong. 
It follows therefore, that an effectual re­ 
vocation required, that the authority to 
cafiture, should be annulled__ Granting 
therefore, for the sake of argument, 
(what from its terms and its nature was 
certainly not the case) that the noted 
letter of the Duke o f Cadore, of the 5th 
of August 1810, heltl forth a revocation, 
good in point of form, And uncondition­ 
al, yet it was not that effectual revoca­ 
tion, for which the act of May 1810, a- 
lone authorised the President of the U- 
nited States to issue his proclamation, 
unless in consequence o f that letter, the 
authority to ca/iture was annulled. The 
letter itself is ijo annulment of the au­ 
thority to capture, and it is notorious, 
that no evidence of the annulment of this 
authority to capture, ever has been, ad­ 
duced. 
It has not even, been, pretend­ 
ed. 
On the contrarv there is decisive, 
and almost daily, ex^ience of the conti­ 
nued existence of this authority to cap­ 
ture. 


The charge of executing the decrees 
of Bcriin and Milan was, so far as con- 
ccrnet*#KH department, given by the 
terms of thoso decrees to the French 
minister of Marine. According to esta­ 
blished principles of general law, the 
imperial act, which gave the authority, 
must be annulled by another imperial 
act, equally formal ar.d solemn ; or, at 
least, the authority to capture must be 
countermanded by some order, or in­ 
struction, from the minister of Marine. 
Nothing short of this could annul the 
authority, according to the rule of the 
sea-icrvice. 
W a s such annulling act 
; ever issued by the French Emperor ? 
W ere any such countermanding orders, 
or instructions, ever given by the French 
minister of marine ? 
In exercising a 
trust, committed to him, by the Legisla­ 
ture, on a point, so interesting, to the 
neutral commerce of the United States, 
and so important to the peace o f the 
nation, was it not the duty of the Presi­ 
dent to have the evidence of such annul­ 
ment, before the issuing of any procla­ 
mation ? 
Has he ever, insisted upon 
such evidence ? 
W as it of no consc 
quence in the relative situation fif this 
country, as to foreign powers, that the 
regular evidence should be received by 
our administration, and made known ? 
W hy has a matter of evidence, so obvi­ 
ously proper, so simple, in its nature, 
so level to general apprehension, and so 
imperiously demanded, by the circum ­ 
stances of the case, been wholly omit­ 
ted ? 
And why, if the Berlin and Milan 
decrees are annulled, as is pretended, 
does the French Emperor withhold this 
evidence of their annulment ? 
Why 
| does he withhold it, when the question 
, of revocation is presented under cir- 


J cumstuuces, of so much urgency ? 
1 
Not only has it never been pretended 
that any such imperial act of annulment 
1 has issued, or that any such orders, or 
! instructions, countermanding the autho- 
I rity to capture, were ever given, but 
there is decisive evidence ofthe reverse, 


I in the conduct of the French public 
i armed ships anti privateers. At all times 
. since Nov. 18lo, these ships and priva­ 
teers have cominucd to capture our ves­ 
sels and proptMty, on the hi^h seas, up­ 
on the principles of the Bcriin and Mi­ 
lan decrees. 
A numerous list ol A m e­ 
rican vessels, thus taken, fcincc the 1st 
of .November 1810, now exists in the 
office of the secretary of state ; and a- 
mong the captures are several vessels 
with their cargoes, lately, taken and de­ 
stroyed, at sea, without the formality ot 
a trial, by the commander ol a French 
squadron, at this n.oment, cruizing a- 
gaiust our A n m e r c e , 
under orders, 
given by the «^muster of marine, to 
whom the execution of the decrecs was 
< oiniaitted ; and these too issued in Ja­ 
nuary lust. 
In. the Baltic and Mediter­ 
ranean seas, captures by French priva­ 
teers are known to us, by official docu­ 
ments to have been made, under the au­ 
thority of these decrees. 
Iiow then are 
they revoked ? 
How have they ceased 
t > violate our neutral commerce ? 


Had any repeal, or modification ol 
those decrees, in truth taken place, it 
mu.'-t have been communicated to the 
prize cyurts, and would have been evi­ 
denced by some variations cither in 
their rules, or in the principles ol their 
decision. 
In vain, however, will this 
n uion seek for such proof ofthe revo­ 
cation ofth e decrees. 
No acquittal has 
evrrht-en had, in any ofthe prize courts, 
*n the ground that the Berlin and 
Milan d< . it-es had ceased, even as it re- 
V'*'

* ■; oi ls, The American ship Juiian was 
c . ! tured by a French privateer, on the 


4th July 1811, and on the tenth of S ep ­ 
tember 1811, the vessel and cargo were 
condemned, by the council of prizes at 
Paris among o*her reasons, because she 
nvas vinited byseveal English vessels. On 
the same day the H ercules an American 
ship was condemned by the imperial 
court of prizes, alledging' “ that it was 
impossible, that sha was not visited, by 
the enem y’s ships of war.” 
So familiar 
to them was the existence of the de­ 
crees, and such their eagerness to give 
them effect against our commerce, that 
they feigned a visitation to have taken 
place, and that notwithstanding, the e x ­ 
press declaration of the captain and crew 
to the contrary. 
In addition to which 
evidence, 
Mr. Russell’s letter to the 
Secretary of State, dated 8th May 1811, 
says “ it may not be improper to rc- 
“ mark that no American vessel’captur- 
“ ed since the 1st November, 1810, has 
“ yet been released.” 


From this it is apparent, that the 
commanders of the national vessels, the 
privateersmen, and the judges of the 
prize courts, to which may be added 
also the custom house officers, who, as 
the instruments of carrying into effect 
the decrees, must have been made ac­ 
quainted with the repeal had it existed, 
have been from first to last, ignorant of 
any revocation ; and uniformly acted 
upon the principle of their existence. 


If other evidence of the continued 
existence of those decrees were requiste 
the acts of the French government af- 
tord such as is full and explicit. Cham- 
pagny, D uke o f Cadore, minister of 
foreign relations, in his report to his 
majesty the Emperor and king, dated 
Paris 
3d December, 1810, speaking 
of the decrees of Berlin and Milan, says 
expressly, “ A s long as England shall 
u persist in her orders in council, your 
“ majesty will fiersiat, in your decrees ” 
Than which no declaration can be more 
direct not noly that the Bcriin and M i­ 
lan decrees are unrevoked, but that they 
will so re^uin, until the English orders 
in council are withdrawn. 
And in the 
address delivered, by his imperial, m a­ 
jesty, Napoleon, to the council of com ­ 
merce on the 3 t»t A'iiirrh lfll I, ho thu» 
declares, “ T he decrecs o f Berlin and 
“ Milan are the fundamental laws of 
“ my Empire. 
For the neutral naviga- 
“ tion, I consider the flag as an exten- 
“ sion of territory. 
T h e power, which 
‘‘ suffers its flag to be violated, cannot 
“ be considered as neutral. 
T h e fate 
“ of the American comm erce will soon 
“ be decided. 
1 will favor it, if the 
“ United States conform them selves to 
u these decrces. 
In a contrary case, 
“ their vessels will be be driven from 
“ my empire.*’ 


And as late as the 10th qf March last, 
in a report of the French minister of 
foreign relations, communicated to the 
conservative 
Senate, 
it is declared, 
“ that as long as the British order* in 
“ council, are not revoked, and the 
“ principles o f the treaty ol Utrecht, in 
“ relation to neutrals put in force, the 
“ decrces of Berlin and Milan, ought 
“ to su b sist; for the powers who suffer 
“ their flag to be denationalised.” 
In 
none of these acts, is there any e x c e p ­ 
tion in favor of the United States. 
And 
on the contrary in the report of March 
lust, by placing those d e c u e s on the 
basis of “ the principles of the treaty of 
“ Utrecht,” the^/i’rcnch Minister has 
extended the terms of revocation be­ 
yond all prior pretensions. 


1 
hose who maintain the revocation 
of these decrees, as it respects the U ni­ 
ted States, rely wholly upon the sus­ 
pension ol the decisions of the French 
prize courts, in relation to some few 
vessels, and the liberation of others, by 
the special direction ofthe French E m ­ 
peror. 
Can there 
be 
stronger pre­ 
sumptive evidence, of the existence of 
those decrees than thi*— that no vessel 
is excepted from their operation, until 
after the special exercisc of the E m ­ 
peror’s will, in the particular case. 


If the decrees were effectively revoked, 
there would be no captures; or if any were 
made, 
liberation would be a matter ol 
course and of general right ; inotead ol 
being an affair of particular favor, or ca­ 
price.

liberty and independence ? 


For entering into these hostilities, is 
there any thing, in the friendship, or 
commerce, of France, in its nature very 
interesting, or alluring ? W ill the reap­ 
ing of the scanty field of French trade, 
which we ;;eek, in any way compensate 
for the ri;h harvest of general com ­ 
merce, which by war we are about to. 
abandon ? 
W hen entering into a war, 
with Great-liritain, 
for 
commercial 
rights and interests, it seem s impossible 
not to enquire, into the state of our com ­ 
mercial relations with France, and the 
advantages the United States will obtain. 
W e may thus be enabled to judge, w he­ 
ther the prize is worth the contest. 


By an official statement, made to Con­ 
gress dining the present session, it ap­ 
peals, that of 45,294,000 dollars of do­ 
mestic productions of the United States, 
exported from September 30th, 1H10, 
to October 1st, 181 1, only 1,1^4,275 dol 
lars were exported to France and Italy, 
including Sicily, not a dependency oi 
France. 


France is now deprived of all her 
foreign colonies, and by reviewing our 
trade with that country for several years 
past, and before the date of the Orders 
in Council, it will appear that, exclusive 
of her foreign possessions, it has been 
c omparatively inconsiderable.— The an­ 
nexed statement, marked A. taken from ! 
official documents, shows the quantity 1 
of particular articles, the produce of the ■ 
United States exported to all the world, 
distinguishing the amount both to France 
and to England and her dependencies 
from 1810 to 1811. 
From this state­ 
ment it appears, how small a proportion 
of the great staples of our country is 
j 
taken A by France. 
W hile France re- J 
tainedjfycr colonies, her colonial pro- , 
<lu.ee fWUnd its way to itic mother coun- ! 
trÿ through the United States, and our j 
trade with her in these articles, was not 
inconsiderable. 
But since she has been 
deprived of her foreign possessions, and ; 
since the establishment of her m unici­ 
pal regulations, as to licences, this trade 
has been, in a great degree, annihilated. 
W ith respect to colonial produce, none 
can be imported into France, except 
from ftarticular fiorts 
of the United 
Stales, and under Special Imperial L i­ 
censes.— For these licenses our m er­ 
chants must pay what the agents ol the 
French government think proper to d e­ 
mand. 
As to articles o f our domestic 
produce, they are burdened w'ith such 
exorbitant duties, and are subjected to 
such regulations 
and restrictions on 
their importation as, in ordinary times, 
will amonnt to a prohibition. 
On the 
5th of A ugust 1810, the very day of the 
D uke o f Cadore’s noted letter, a duty 
was imposed on all sea-island cotton, 
imported into France, of more than 
eighty cents per pound, and on other 
cotton of about sixty cents per pound, 
amounting to three, or four, times their 
original cost in the Uiuted States.— 
And as to Tobacco, the Ffench minister 
here, on the 23d of July 1811,1 informed 
our government, that it was “ under an 
administration 
(en regie) 
in France ; 
the administration (he says) is the only 
consumer, and can purchase only the 
quantity necessary for its consumption.” 
And by other regulations, not more than 
one-fifteenth of all the tobacco consum ­ 
ed, in France, can be of foreign growth. 
T h e ordinary quantity of Tobacco, an­ 
nually consumed in France, is estimated 
at thirty thousand hogHheads, leaving 
only about two thousand hogsheads of 
foreign tobacco 
to be purchased 
in 
France. 


In addition to these impositions and 
restrictions, the importer is not left at 
liberty with respect to his return cargo. 
By other edicts, he is compelled to vest 
the avails of his imputations, if, after 
[laying duties and seizuies, any remain, 
in such articles of 1’iench produce and 
manufacture, as the French government 
thinks proper to dircct^^Two-thirds at

things, a blockade of the coast of France 
w’ould be, to the United S'ates, as unim­ 
portant, as would be a blockade ot the 
co*m of the Caspian sra..” 


And so far has the French em peror 
been from relaxing, in w hole, or in 
part, these odious regulations as to us, 
in consequence o f our subm itting to 
g ’ve up our F nglish trade, that they 
have been made a subject o f sp ecial in­ 
structions, to the m inister, who has 
been sent to the court of F iance. 
M r. 
M onroe, in his letter o f instructions to 
Mr. Barlow, of July 26, 181 i, says, 
“ Your early and particular attention 
w il I be drawn to the great subject o f 
the com m cicial relation, which is to 
subsist, in future, between the U nited 
States and France. 
The Pres-ident e x ­ 
pects that the com m erce of the U nited 
States will be placed, in the ports o f 
France, on such a footing as to afford 
it a fair market ; and to the industry 
and enterprise o f their citizens, * rea­ 
sonable encouragem ent. 
A n arrange­ 
ment to this effect 
was looked for, 
im m ediately after the revocation o fth e 
decrees, but it appears from the docu­ 
m ents, in this departm ent, that that was 
not the case ; on the contrary that our 
commerce 
hua been 
su bjec ted to the 
g r e a tes t discouragemen t, or r a t h e r , to 
the mos t opfirenaive re st ra in t ; that the 
vessels, \jhich carried coffee, sugar, 
&c. though sailing directly from the 
United States to a French port, w ere 
held in a su te o f sequestration, on the 
principle, that the ttade was p ohibited, 
and that the importation of these articles 
was not only unlawful, but criminal ; 
that even the vessels, which carried the 
uhquestiouable productions of the U - 
nited States, were exposed to grt%at and 
expensive d ela)s, to tedious in v esti­ 
gations, in unusual h<nns, and t>> e x o r ­ 
bitant dutres. In short, that the ordinary 
u iages ot com m erce betw een f v ie n J ty 
nanonsy were abandoned.” 


A gain Mr. M onroe,in the same letter, 
says, ** I f the ports ol France, and her 
allies are »ot opened to the com m erce 
of the U n ited States, Go a liberal scale 
and on fair conditions, of what avail to 
th em , it may be asked, will be the r. vo­ 
cation of the British Ordei 3 », Council ? 
In contending lor the revot a io u o f those 
orders, so tar as it was an object ol inte­ 
rest., tiie 
United States hud in view , a 
trade to the continent.

only. 
T he prize-masters will give you 
tncir papers ; ana Mr. M ’Kellot, in the 
Margaret, will give you a power of at­ 
torney, signed but not filled up^ w hich 
you are ai liberty to do iu whose names 
you piease, providing the person \ou 
employ as a partner is not concerned 
with the house or houses the prize did 
belong to. 
They are both new vessels, 
and 1 dare say vUl sell well,

I have requested Mr. .‘\yre to inform 
me, sir, which way I shall transmit your 
share, in cash or bills fi-om St. Johns, as 
it will be a guidance for my future con­ 
duct should 1 be so fortunate as to get a 
few more. 
I assure you, sir. It is very 
distressing to see so many of the enemy 
I pass unmolested ; and 1 fear many of 
j them will escape the squadron,of course 
; furnish their navy with many valua­ 
ble men. i have taken four Englishmen 
from ihem, two acknowledged them ­ 
selves, and the others, the masters of the 
ships say, arc English though they have 
protections. 


Should the wind back mere to the 
westward and southward, I shall not 
wait for my people, but make the best 
of my way round the cape, as no doubt 
I can get a party of soldiers from Ciene- 
ral Smyth to make up our deficiency 
for any immediate service wc may be 
wanted for.

T hus 
have the gracious intentions of the 
Prince R ■¡gent, in employing the Mar­ 
quis of Wellesley and the Earl of Moria 
to form an Admiaistraiion on an ex­ 
tended basis, been- frustrated.

The work of patching up the Old 
Cabinet is not yet fully completed ; but 
the following is understood lo be the 
present provisional disposition of its 
principal parts :— 


The Earl of Liverpool and Mr. Van- 
sittart, we know, are First Lord of the 
Treasury, and Chancellor of the E x­ 
chequer ; Lord Bathurst accedes to the 
Secretaryship of the Colonial Depart­ 
ment, in the place of the Earl of Liver­ 
pool ; Lord Sidmoulh to the Home Se- 
creiaryship ; and Lord Harrowby to the 
Presidency of the Council, in the place 
of Lord Sidmouth. 


In answer to a question last night in 
the House of Commons, respecting the 
Catholic Claims, Lord Castlereagh re­ 
plied, that it was not the intention of the 
new Ministry to resist discussion, or 
even concession, and that his Lordship 
would himself feel at liberty to take his 
old course on the subject. As far as we 
can understand his Lordship, this pro­ 
fession appears to be a repetition of the 
assurance given shortly after the eatpi- 
ration of the Regency restrictions, that 
the Catholic queration Would not )>e 
treated as a Cabinet question ; but that 
every M em ber would be left to the ex ­ 
ercise of his unbiassed judgm ent and 
discretion, as on the question of the 
Slave Trade AboU^ion Bilf, from the 
success of which it was argued the Ca­ 
tholic question might expect a similar 
happy result.

At a race ling of the frietids gf the 
Earl of Liverpool, heJd oo t*ues^y, at 
his Lordship’i house, the Noble £ » rl is 
stated to have read to them the minutes 
ot the correspondence that had taken 
place between him and Lords Weile«* 
ley and Moria, on the proposition of 
forming a Ministry on the terms of tak ­ 
ing the laws affecting the Catholics into 
immediate consideration—-lo which pro­ 
posal he and his colleagues had distinct­ 
ly refused to accede. T he Noble Earl, 
however, is slated to have intimated 
that Members, the friends of Govern­ 
ment, would bo pleased to exercise 
their free judgm ent in voting upon this 
questior, when it should again come on. 
It is generally supposed that his Lord­ 
ship will retain all his old colleagues, 
but where he Is to obtain recruits is the 
great matter of difficuliy. Among other 
reports in circulation, it is hinted that, 
though Mr. Canning may not actually 
join his Lordship’s Administration, it is 
likely that he may be induced to hold a 
neutral course. 
This ii but a sorry 
prospect for the new Administration, if 
they can only derive hope from the 
neutrality of an individual. 


O ne of the most extraordinary fea­ 
tures of the present times, is the won­ 
derful versatility with which political ar­ 
rangements of the most discordant na­ 
tures seem to be adopted in the high­ 
est quarter. 
Last week Lord Moria 
was commissioned by the Prince Re­ 
gent, to assure Lords Grey and G ren­ 
ville, that his Royal Highness had come 
to a determination to change the %vhole 
system on which the Government was 
to be carried on, and two important 
features of his luture Adrtviniat ration 
were to be, concession to the Catholics, 
and the repeal of the Orders in Coun­ 
cil. 
On Monday, hia Royal Highness 
was pleased to appoint to the office of 
First Minister, and to a\ithorh»c to form 
the whole of tlie Government, the Earl 
of Liveryool, who, with every one of his 
Colleagues, present and future, is ir­ 
revocably pledged againat Catholic con­ 
cession, and against the repeal oi the 
O rders in Council.
